This policy may be successtul, but is not without its dingers.

: 3. In 1922 there were no police arrangements to mention, But as the young 
monarch, cheerful and pleased, sitting in an open car, entered the long avenue, all 
the road space was filled, and his car surrounded by au exoited, secthing mass of the 
populace, white-turbaned Akhunds among them, running alony with it to the town 
vate, It was a popular welcome, just as it had been along the’ sea-front at Bushiro,

‘The gist of his remarks was that the 
people of the village were his children, speaking the same language and bound ti 
‘Mahanisun by natural ties, and! that the Proviuce of Khorasan was more Afghan 
than Persian.

inhabitants of the town drew some revenue directly or indirectly from the shrine, wile 
the petty shopkeepers or others, who form a large portion of the populace, subsiiad 
largely on the pilgrims.

3. Tecan easily be imagined how repugnant to these individuals are the refurine 
which the Persian Government is endeavouring to impose upon them and how oi of 
Keeping with the atmosphere of this city. ‘lo many of them the kullali and ths 
short coat is not merely unbecoming but it is actually tainted with heresy, and 1 si 
told that many officials and others who for some time past have had to pat on the 
Kullalicpablavi when attending their offices, revert to the old-fashioned kullal 
sithout @ peak or to/a turban when they visit tho shrine, while others in similar 
circumstances put on the kullah-icpablayi back to front, since the peak interferes 
with the obeisancos performed in the shrine. 

1, Up to four or five months ago the wearing of the kullal was practically 
¢onfiied 0 Government officials; recently, however, the vogue has increas 
‘slight extent, and it is now worn by certain number of youns ay be 
termed tho fushionable quarter of the townyand by, eab drivers, motor drivers anil 
such like persons, Byen iow, however, when only five weeks romain befor it 
Hoconies compulsory it is soldoi seen in the bazaars and. practically never 
quarters, and it would seem quite impossible to. make its adoption un 
short space of time. ‘The Government. have wisely exempted a certain number of 
cleries and have, therefore, cut the ground under the feet of those who might other- 
wise have organised resistance to the proposed reforms, and as the people of Meshed 
‘are on the whole a peaceful and tim lov it seems improbable that thore will be 
Any’ actual resistance, provided the situation is handled by the authorities with 
‘reasonable degree of tact: Lrecently asked tho chief of the police what lw intended 
to do, aud ho ndinitted that tho is a diffionlt- one and called for del 
handling, and ho expressed the view that it would be necessary to. go slowly, but 
not inmprobable that drastie action ou the part of the police may load to a large unnber 
of persons taking refuge within the snored precincts of the sirine and to deniointes 
tions of a similar character 

5, eouomieally, too, the proposed reforms will affect. many of th ‘ 
Othe town; there i8 an extensive silk industey horevaud shayels and. silk clothe of 
various kinds aro exported {0 India and also sold Ijeally for turbans, sashes, & 
these people and those who dye these cloths aud lao those Who sell thea will outirely 
Tose their loc! market, while suerchints who hold stocks of the oliefashious! 
Koullais. abbas, katmarbands aust such like prohibited: articles will be loft with stocks 
th their hands, Further, the purchase of new clothes will hit hardly the poer 
clisses whose budget provides little margin for such luxuries.

Wie paper makes the following comments under the tid of the “ Preliminary 
stops towardsthe Recognition of Iraq” inrespector the above-mentioned telogran 
The telegram sent the other day to King Keisal opens a new door for the 
stablishment of opr relations with the Iraq Goyernment, It must be admitted that 
ie Government has taken fundamental steps to remove n diffiguities, and his, 
{p to thy present, solyud many important problems from the point of view of the 
foreign polit ‘ersii, anid that Uhis is not the first time that our national desires: 
‘ue being fuliilled. 
We have at the sume time to point out that the question of the recognition of 
bay and olin attitude towards a newly-established Mussulman State had become 
diigult owing to political divergencies, But the persistent attitude adopted by 
op Government, which was acting not only in our own interests but also in those of 
rag, has eventually led to a satistactory’ settlement of the matter. 
Diplomatic relations between two neighbouring countries 
i ly having such relations that commercial’ and economic int 
ind oriminal arrangements may be secured and safeguarded, 
In 119 s new political situation arose in the west of Persia, — Lraq, which 
wnsisted then of the Provinces of Bagdad, Basra and Mosul, wis, following the 
ion hy British forces; separated from Turkey, and in 1921 was placed under 
tie mandate of Great Britain by the League of Nations. 
Since the Peace treaty Was signed at Versailles, the Persian Goyernment 
aivhed the situation in Iraq carefully, ax the newly-organised State of fraq was 
hot only a neighbouring country to Persia, which entitled us to enter into diplomatic 
iwlations with it from th point of view of international rights, but the large number 
of Persian subjects resident in Iraq, as well as the religious bonds which bind this 
country to Iraq by reason Of he pilgrimage to the holy shrines, encouraged us to 
tecognise that State. 
There was, fiawever, on obstacle in the way of the recognition of Iraq. ‘The 
British Government had concluded an agreement with the Traq Government whereby

‘At the time when the League of Nations was about to approve the Anglo-Lray 
Treaty, the Persian Government protested against the treaty in_ question, because 
it (the Persian Government) did not wish to see Persians receive different treatment 
from that given to the subjects of othor States. The League of Nations, while 
approving the treaty in question, recommended the British Government to obtain 
the consent of the Persian Government.
